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OUR PUBLIC MEN. 
MR. SAMUEL WATTS, J.P. 


T is a delightful summer day. The sun is shining brightly upon a 

1) pleasant mansion, upon the trim lawn whose clean-shaven face soon 

hides itself in the rich tall grass of a lush meadow, and upon a 
lively company who are grouped upon the sward, or wandering in the 
shrubbery, or enjoying the cool green shade of the picturesque avenue 
which leads the eye towards the distant hills. It is a charming 
place, well-wooded, gay with flowers, melodious with the song of birds. 
It might be any distance from smoky Manchester ; but in truth it is not 
four miles. The place is Burnage Hall, and its grounds are peopled now 
by a garden party, who have assembled at the invitation of the hospitable 
owner. But this is a garden party of a distinct character. It is none of 
your lawn tennis or croquet affairs. The guests are not compelled to run 
themselves a stone or two lighter for the entertainment of a number of 
young ladies. It is, in brief, a political picnic of a kind which Mr. Watts 
well knows how to make particularly enjoyable, and no less politically 
useful. There, his grave face brightened up by a smile as he listens to 
the brilliant paradoxes of the versatile doctor, is the Leader of 
the Party—those black-rimmed glasses which play so conspicuous a 
part in his platform oratory, now resting idly poised twixt thumb and 
finger. Do not think this detail trivial, for Burleigh’s nod was not more 
significant than the precise whereabouts at a given moment of Mr. Leake’s 
lorgnette. When they are down, their owner is, as it were, off guard and 
at rest, ready to take a joke and return it, or to discuss, with sufficient show 
of reverence for the subject, the New Republic, and profess, without too 
obvious irony, his willingness to bear some of the blushing honours which 
are promised to all his friends by the generous President of the Good Time 
Coming. But when the glasses are up and in use, whether they are waved 
in air to add a new fulness to a rounded period, or whether they sit 
astride the nose in due subordination to their natural purpose, then you 
may know that the time for joking is past, and the hour for action come: 
then indeed is our guide, philosopher, and friend transformed, and stern, 
and filled with ‘energies too stern for mirth.” The portly figure 
of the honorary secretary of the Reform Union moves from group to 
group, now addressing the slender form of his official colleague, the 
Artium Magister, who always makes one wonder how so great a sonl can 
find accommodation in so frail a tabernacle ; or anon greeting a highly 
comfortable-looking John Bull, who, according to the rule of appear- 
ances, ought to be a Tory squire, sitting in the House as an 
authority upon game and cattle, instead of being, as he is, a capital 
Radical, and one of the most trusted members of the Manchester Trades 
Council. Nowhere else than among these rural scenes does Stanway 
Jackson seem so clearly to be a country gentleman masquerading as a 
business man. ‘The healthy hue that colours his cheeks, the thorough 
knowingness he can express by the slightest contraction of the obicularis, 
the very cut and colour of his coat, all appear, according to the law of 
probabilities, to belong to a wealthy yeoman who knows all about top 
dressing, rotation of crops, and the herd book—who has never heard of 
any mules but those of four legs, and is in sublime ignorance of the 
fifference between grey cloth and madapollams. The company, in fact, 
Tepresents the old school of reformers and the new, and may be described 
4&8 composed of the most useful elements of Militant Liberalism of 
Manchester. 

But where up to this time is the host? Not far, you may depend, from 
the spot where the argument is most eager, or the fun is the greatest. 
The charm of these parties is that your entertainer becomes to all intents 
ind purposes just as much a visitor as yourself, He wants everybody to 




















enjoy themselves, and he knows they will do that best if each is left to 
please his own sweet will. If a woman were penning these notes, she 
would say of him that he was the best-looking man in the party. But 
then women are always talking about comeliness or its absence in men, 
and it is a habit which those who are rarely complimented cannot be 
expected to encourage. There is, however, it must be granted, some 
ground for such a description of the Squire of Burnage, and with 
‘‘ handsome is as handsome does” in mind, it would be curious if people 
did not concede Mr. Watts’ personal attractions while thinking of his 
hospitality. This we are too conscions is a digression, but let it be 
assumed that it covers an interval of time during which the visitors have 
found their way into a spacious pavillion crected at the rear of the house, 
and are regaling themselves with entertainment materially superior to 
the anti-prandial sunshine and cigars. It is then and after—it is while 
walnuts and wine are creeping round after the manner of the heavenly 
bodies—that practical politics are discussed and practical plans talked over. 


This is no such uncommon incident in the life of Burnage Hall, and it 
is told here because it serves a purpose. It supplies a type and 
illustration of the character of the man, and of the nature of the interest 
he takes in all that relates to politics. Just as he moves abont among his 
guests at these parties, just as he tries to bring people together and make 
them enjoy themselves, so in like manner does he act in all political affairs. 
No severely brooding philosopher, abstracted in the application of dry 
principles, is Samuel Watts. No mere politician, ambitious of personal 
distinction, or bent upon the accomplishment of strange “ isms,” or dili- 
gent in the pursuit of crotchets, can he be said to be. He may have his 
pet projects outside the realm of practical politics ; but if he has he con 
ceals them as sedulously as his wife would have him conceal his first grey 
hair. When he wants equestrian exercise he mounts and rides off 
to the Cheshire hunt, and leaves any hobbies he has reposing in their 
secret stable. He is, in fact, a right good fellow, and a born Liberal ; 
and his rule of life seems to be to show as much of the 
one character, and do as much in the other, as can be con- 
veniently crowded into a useful life. Whatever may have been 
his reading—and his library is poetical rather than classical—he has a 
good deal of the spirit of the Democritan philosophy about him. If it is 
necessary to be sad, he will ‘‘ make an effort,” like Mrs. Dombey; but if 
a laugh will serve the purpose, why, he would far sooner laugh. If a 
certain end must be gained, he will do his utmost to attain it; and if it 
can be as well reached over a glass of port across a groaning mahogany, 
why tant mieux for the wine and the mahogany and those seated around. 
“* Away with melancholy ” is not enough; there must be something to fill 
its place, and what better substitute can you have, cwteris paribus, than a 
good dinner, a lively talk, or a jovial party, conducted by a genial host, 
whose efforts are supplemented by a hostess, richly endowed with charms 
of manner, and no less good natured than she is good looking? But Mr. 
Watts is a hard-working and an earnest man, even more, and in a 
greater degree, than he is a good fellow or a generous host. 
God's blessing—as. Fox Turner would say—rests upon the good 
dinner-giver; but we shall have Dr. Pankhurst with us in 
saying that God’s greater blessing rests upon the hard workers of this 
world. And the career which has been so far crowned by elevation to the 
magisterial bench has been one of labour and earnest effort—labour in 
the extension and improvement of the gigantic firm, and earnest effort in 
every Liberal movement for the last thirty years. One need to know very 
little about the great business carried on in Portland Street to be aware 
that since the withdrawal of the former chiefs, an enormous amount of the 
burden must have fallen upon the subject of this notice. He is ably sus- 
tained, it is true, by his partners; but in the days gone by he must have 
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borne the larger burden, and worked harder by far than many of his own 
people. He has worked, too, in'a way that has won for him the sympathies 
of all his large staff. Meet one of the travellers in a flat little 
town in the eastern counties; meet another driving among the Devonshire 
tors or wandering in farfoff Cornwall,*through the country of China clay 
and tin, or listen to the patriotic Welshman who is as deeply versed 
in bardic verse as in Hoyle’s prints, as he talks in Carmarthen or 
Cowbridge of the eminence of the housejhe represents; and you will always 
find that for the heads of the firm these men have and express a high 
respect which} has undoubtedly comelof kindly acts done and friendly 
services rendered, 

That,{however, is private matter, introduced, perhaps, irvelevantly in a 
ketch of a public man, and it is to his public life that we onght rather t« 
devote our attention. That public life in this particular case began almost 
as early as the business enterprise. It was but the other day Mr. Jacob 
Bright mentioned that the first man to a&k him to speak at a public 
meeting in Mauchester was Mr. Samuel Watts. That was many yeurs 
ago; but even then Mr. Watts was one of the rising men of Manchester. 
His pnblie education, began, as has frequently ‘een the case with 
Liberal politicians, in connection with the business of a Sunday School. 
In 1850, when, a8 2 young man of twenty, he returned to live in Manchester 
after a sojourn in France, he took part in a movement for the establishment 
of an Independent$Sundayj8chool in Burnage, and it was at this time, we 
believe, that he first acquired experience as a public speaker. His 
eympathies, we hardly need say, have always been strongly enlisted in 
the cause of religions equality. He comes, indeed, of a stock in which 
that principle is hereditarily transmitted. He supported the Liberation 
Society with money and counsel, and became, in time, President of the 
Young Men's Liberation Society, and a delegate from Manchester to the 
London Exeeutive. Higher work than this, however, associates itself with 
Mr. Watts’ political labour. When the American war broke out he 
threw in his lot with the friends of freedom. It was an exciting time ; 
passions ran high; and§everything for a time seemed to encourage the 
hopes of the Confederates and their supporters. But through 
good and evil repute, despite omens and disasters, Mr. Watis 
clung to his faith that the righteous must and would prevail, and as 
Treasurer of the Union Emancipation Bociety, he worked for the North, 
apoke for it, defended it, and in more material ways aided it in its struggle 
for liberty. He has been treasurer since of we know not how many 
public bodies, People like to get a rich treasurer, and if they can get a 
useful man who is also a rich one, they pester him until refusal is im. 
possible. He is Treasurer of the National Reform Union, in whose 
meetings and action he takes a lively interest. He is officially connected 
with more Liberal clubs and societies than we can at present recoliect, 
He was made president of the handsome new club at Longsight a month 
or two ago, and two weeks back he was elected to the honourable post of 
President of the Manchester Reform Club. To state in detail the move- 
ments in which Mr, Watts has had a share would be to catalogue 
the actions of the Liberal party in this city. He has always been 
found in the forefront whenever Liberal work was to be done. Even his 
marriage was in one sense a Liberal measure, and thereby hangs a tale, 
Mrs. Watte is a daughter of Mr. George Parr, who was a firm Liberal, 
and member of the firm of Parr and Curtis. Mr. Alderman 
Curtis, it will be recollected, changed his views, which were probably 
never very decided, and joined the Conservatives, whereat there was 
more comment among the Liberals than the secession of a) much greater 
man than the Alderman would have justified. Someone was_expressing 
his regret to Mr. Ivie Mackie, who was on that occasion, as the Sphinx at 
the time solemnly announced, ‘ Safely delivered {of a joke.” ‘ What 
does it matter about Curtis,” said Mr. Maekie; “ you know Curtis is 
always below Parr.’ The story is a digression, we know, but it proves 
Mr. Mackie’s wit and Mr, Parr’s Liberalism, and that was all we wanted 
in order to show that though Mr. Watts did not, of course, marry on 
political grounds, he went “ where polities was.” 


We have already indieated how Mr. Watts began as a public speaker. 
He never lacked fluency, or a sympathetic ‘presence, and whether in a 
Sunday Sehool or a politieal meeting, he could always speak clearly and 


cloverly. But those early efforts of eemi-religions’ oratory, thongh thes 


may have viven him self- possession, did him emall eood, and for some time 
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about the moon shining behind the dark clouds, the bright floy, 
rising beneath the mist, the rainbow of hope after a storm of despair, ty 
good ship coming home toa secure haven, and the like? Into this profusig 
of flowing imagery there seemed at one time reason to believe that yy 
Watts had stumbled, and intended to remain. It is verily a Serbonig 
bog for young orators, worse than that between Damicty 
and Mount Cassius old, ‘where armies whole have sunk,” Flowery 
sentences used to fall from him like the pearls and diamonj 
from the lips of the good fairy in the story. There were moonbeay 
hovering about in his visions of hope ; sunshine in the horizon of hig fop. 
casts of triumph; shoals and sandbauks connected with his prospects ¢ 
difficulty ; and generally a beacon light and the safe haven somewhes 
about his happy result. But il a changé tout cela now. Practice make 
perfect in speaking above all other arts, and our friend has merged tly 
flowery with the practical. His deliverances are still ornamented; by 
they are ornamented judiciously. He does not read his shelves of poetry 
for nothing. He has learned that tropes are valuable and illustration 
precious, only when they ure adjuncts of and expository to the subjeg 
matter, and by a simple process of pruning he has developed iny 
a really eloquent and successful speaker. His happy efforts 
some of our town’s meetings do not require to be referred to. Om, 
the happiest of them, we should like to recall to recollection; but ig 
mercy to Mr. Howorth, who always seems to be walking about with y 
amendment in one hand aud his history in the other; and to that hero of » 
many ill-fated aspirations, Mr. Croston, we abstain from reminding ow 
readers of the shocking contrast which their utterances presented to the 
earnest and vigorous speech of Mr. Watts. Few more popular speakers 
have raised their voice in the Free Trade Hall; but he is most at his 
ease and best in matter, perhaps, when he mingles mirth with his earnest. 
ness, as he has done at so many of the social assemblies of our surburba 
clubs. Some of us recollect very well the opening of the Longsight Cin), 
of which he is the president. Some of us recollect it by reason of th 
surprise we felt that a man of Mr. Hirsch’s bulk could disport himself » 
nimbly. Others may recollect it better because of that unfortunate joke 
about ‘‘my son Ephraim,” which Councillor Bailey meant to apply 
Mr. Charley, but seemed to tell of Mr. Alderman Bake—a joke, by-th. 
bye, which a conscientious reporter, or at least one of the most conscie- 
tious we know, says that Mr. Bailey has repeated at thirteen meeting 
with the same circumlocution and the same degree of success. On that 
night Mr. Watts astonished his friends by the sagacity of his matter al 
the excellence of his style, exhibiting, as he does now in all his political 
addresses, powers which, it may be hoped, he will some day exercise in 
the House of Commons.

A cRY MANCHESTER MAN. ! 


@ DON’T think I’m one of those unpleasant people known as grumblers ; 
“) in fact, ’m sure that I am not. And yet I am just going to doa 
© iittle quiet grumbling about Manchester. Manchester is my native 
city, and I am proud of it—prond of its commercial greatness, its political 
potency, its powerful press, its palatial architecture, its unrivalled and 
enterprising Corporation, its splendid police force for the protection of 
property and the preservation of order; its noble philanthropic institu- 
tions and organisations, its magnificent educational agencies, its hospitals, 
theatres, and parks. Whatever Manchester undertakes to do is done well, 
and carried to a successful conclusion, and whatever Manchester people 
profess to understand they do understand, most thoroughly. What Man- 
chester does to-day, Lancashire does to-morrow; and what Lancashire 
joes to-morrow, England itself does the next day. All the world over a 
Manchester man is better thought of and more highly valued than either 
London or a Liverpool gentleman. Yes, I am very proud of my native 
city, and if I were not I should be, indeed, an unworthy citizen. But 
sill I have ‘“‘somewhat against” it, as Paul had against the Church 
at Ephesus, and as that “somewhat” is of a rather delicate 
nature, I feel no little difficulty in so placing it on record as not 
to wound the tender susceptibilities of that Mrs. Grundy, who is 
popularly regarded as the representative and guardian of public 
propriety. It is, perhaps, rather dangerous to say so, but still I 
am of opinion that although Mrs. Grundy is, on the whole, a very excellent 
and discreet old lady, she has nevertheless carried matters a little too far, 
and that we are becoming a trifle too modest under her rule—that we are, 
in fact, gravitating with undesirable cclerity towards what is known as 
pradery. Let me be clearly understood. I don’t mean to say that we are 
becoming too modest in our thoughts and actions ; far from it. I am 
afraid that, as a mere matter of morals, the present has little right to pose 
asa pious pharisee, shaking its hands in virtuous. indignation at the past, 
and calling it a wicked publican. The modesty I allude to is that although 
guilt and vice still bravely hold their own in our midst, despite the innu- 
merable agencies that are in existence for preserving the virtuous and 
reclaiming the fallen, that whilst they flaunt it in our faces every time 
the private hearthstone is left and the public thoroughfare entered ; nay, 
that whilst our very statute books give them sanction and legality, there 
appears to be an unwritten but still solemn and binding agreement that 
such subjects must not be discussed by the public press or on the public 
platform. I regard this as mistaken policy, as matter for regret. Asa 
“free and enlightened voter,’ I have an undoubted right to be thoroughly 
acquainted with all the laws made by those legislators whom the people 
snd to St. Stephen’s, as also with the discussions which from time to 
time take place respecting the continuation or abrogation of those laws. 
But how am I to gain such acquaintance if these laws be passed in secret, 
8 it were, and if public prudery forbids that future discussions on them 
thall be reported to the people? ‘Take an instance. The C. D. Acts 
were passed through the House so surreptitiously that many members 
were in ignorance of their having been passed. The result is 
that in this much-belanded Christian country, the secret of whose 
greatness is said to be the Bible, there are in operation a series 
of acts so utterly iniquitous in principle, and so barbarously cruel 
i their operation, that they might well have brought a blush of 
slame on to the cheeks of even a Borgia. I believe that if the 
uuture of these Acts was fully ‘“‘ understanded of the people’ they would 
nse like one man and sweep them where all such laws should be swept— 
ifthe face of the earth. And yet, when any attempt is made to instruct 
the people in this matter, those who make it are branded as violators of 
public propriety and decency, and as corruptors of the public morality. 
Why, quite recently, the editor of a Manchester newspaper refused to 
wilute the virgin-like purity of that journal’s columns by inserting a 
etter on“ such a filthy subject.” As I have already said, I consider this 
state of affairs is much to be regretted, and is derogatory to the interests 
true modesty. It is best to drag such subjects out of their native 
lakness, to hold them up in the daylight of public opinion, and have 
them condemned. Honi soi qui mal y pense. But my present purpose 
Snot to diseuss the C. D. Acts, which I merely quoted to show what evil 
tsults accrue from keeping the public ignorant of such things. My 
fomplaint has reference to Manchester, and although it is a serious 
@uplaint I shall endeavour to make it so as net to shock tho mode sty of 
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a single reader. It is one that should have been made before, but that 
aphorism which says “better late than never” still retains its pristine truth. 
I shall also endeavour to cultivate that virtue which is said to lie in brevity. 

Some of my readers will have already guessed that I am about to speak 
of Oxford Street and Peter Street, for these two streets appear to form the 
main channel along which flows public vice in Manchester. I shall not 
enter descriptively into any of those so-called places of amusement where 
all who enter have to stand cheek-by-jowl with open and unblushing 
immorality, and of which it might be safely predicted that every female 
therein was cither fallen or just about to fall, nor into any of those little 
hells known as ‘“ midnight houses,” to which so many of ow most 
promising youths are at first led as lambs to the slaughter, and to which 
they afterwards fly as moths to the flame. It is not of these places I 
would speak. My complaint is this: that if, after perspiring for three 
hours in a theatre, or at a concert, I enter some seemingly respectable inn 
or hotel, to procure refreshment, I have to shoulder my way through 
dozens, nay scores, of those unhappy creatures whose pitiable calling is 
not more surely denoted by the boldness of their manners than by the 
paint on their faces aud the gaudiness of their apparel. If I succeed 
in pushing my way through this revolting crowd of importuning 
fallen ones and arrive at the bar, I have to take my refreshment 
whilst standing in the same company. If I decline to do that 
and proceed to some more remote room, I find that also filled 
to overflowing by similar people. If I also decline to refresh myself there, 
I must again run the horrid gauntlet on my way to the street. If I seek 
some fresh house, the same difficulty is experienced ; the result of which 
is that, although surrounded by places licensed by the law for the very 
purpose of supplying such persons as myself with refreshment, I must 
either do without that refreshment or take it in company the very breath 
of which is loathsome and contaminating. Do I blame these unhappy 
creatures? No, I pity them from my very soul. But I do say that 
such a state of affairs should not be tolerated in any public place of 
refreshment. It is in distinct and deliberate contravention of the law 
that the proprietors of these places allow such company to remain on 
their premises, and it needs uo natural pessimism to assist one in imaginin; 
what dire results must ensue on the morals of mauy young men who are 
thus placed face to face with the temptations and allurements of vice, just 
through entering a licensed house to procure reasonable and necessary 
refreshment. Many sad stories might be told of those who took their first 
downward step at these places, but I have no mind for further continuing 
so painful a subject. The police might easily put a stop to so undesirable 
a state of affairs ; and I will conclude by expressing my earnest hope that 
they will do 80, and do so at once.

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CONSERVATIVE CLUB FINANCES. 


5 HE only pleasant feature of a campaign in the field of war is that 
L the outposts, as a rule, when not in actual combat, freely mix with 
~’ one another, and exchange tobacco and drinks and other luxuries. 
So in like manuer the members of the Manchester Reform Club and the 
mombers of the Conservative Club about this time of the year exchange 
valance sheets, and enter into friendly rivalry as to their respective 
progress. There are many people who have not brains enough to undez- 
stand a balance sheet ; so, for the benefit of such people, we shall briefly 
state what is the position of the two Clubs. The Manchester Reform 
(inb presents a sheet which states that it has paid off all liabilities of 
whatever character; it has paid off the cost of the furniture, of the 
plate, of the library, and of everything else. The balance sheet further 
shows that, after paying for all previons expense’, it has a surplus of 
£1,400 to the good, and owes no man anything. 

But when we turn to the balance sheet of the Conservative Club, what 
dowe find? They owe £16,087, and they have against that £11,284, 
showing that they owe now £4,803. They have lost this year no less than 
£814 on the year’s working, and they are £4,503 in debt, whereas, as we 
have shown, the Reform Club is £1,400 to the good. The Reform Club 
has wiped out all debts and liabilities, but the Conservative Club takes 
into stock, as ‘‘ Property and Assets,’ most extraordinary items, such as 
“architect's commission,” which, having been paid, is surely one of the 
most airy of assets. Again, there isa curious, even a characteristic asset, 
and itis a large one. We all know how your genuine Tory likes baubles, 
and silks, and liveries, so we find as an asset £2,326 4s. 4d. for 
“Decorations,” and as we look at the item we wonder what that item 
would fetch in an auction room. 

The rent and taxes on the Conservative Club alone amount to £3,216. 
10s, 7d., which is an enormous sum for a club—by no means a rich one— 
topay. If we contrast the obligations of the Conservative with the Union 
Club, we shall find how cheaply the latter can work. Their rent was fixed 
almost at a nominal sum thirty years ago, and there it remains; and, on 
the principle that to him that hath shall be given, our town authorities 
have almost let the club escape rates altogether. It is appalling to think 
that the Union Club, with a splendid site facing three streets, and occu- 
pying more ground than the Conservative Club, should only pay rates on 
half the sum the Conservative pays. The Union pays on £1,250, but if it 
paid on its proper value it would pay on £3,000. Whose fault is it that 
the richest people in Lancashire should be allowed to escape taxation, as 
if they were paupers? It must be borne in mind that the Conservative 
only pays rates on ‘‘ the rooms over the shops” in Cross Street, and that 
the shops pay their own rates. But the Union occupies all the building 
in Mosley Street, including the ground floor, so that our estimate of 
£3,000 is perhaps too low. Talking of clubs, we may say that the Junior 
Reform has enrolled 800 members during a month; and we are told that 
the Junior Conservative has even now far less members.

- THE employés of Messrs. Kendal, Milne, and Co. gave a musical and 
ct} dramatic entertainment in aid of the funds of this deserving institution 

on Monday evening last. The fine Lecture Hall of the Atheneum 
was gracefully decorated with groups of flags and banners, and, under the 
skilful hands of Messrs. Tyrer, the platform was transformed into a 
Thespian Temple. A prologue from the experienced pen of Mr. J. L. 
Owen, author of “ Lyrics of a Country Lane,” was spoken by Mr. G. 
A. Richards, The programme contained the faree of Done Brown, a 
selection of vocal and instrumental music, and the petite comedy of The 
Little Savage, with more wusie to follow. It is not generally considered 
gracious to speak otherwise than favourably of amateurs when their efforts 
are in support of charity; but, knowing as we do that actors, both amateurs 
and professionals, would prefer even to be ‘slated’ than entirely ignored, 
we should certainly speak out if there was any room for fault-finding. The 
whole of the somewhat lengthy programme was gone through with great care 
and attention to the minutest detail, speaking well, not onlyfor the energy 
aud perseverance of the performers, but also for their profession of real 
histronic ability. There has long been a bond of sympathy between the 
linen draper and the stage, and not a few besides Dick Dowlas have found 
a path behind the counter lead before the curtain. This is quite easily to 
be understood, for there is no better school for learning character or 
behaviour than behind the counter, and hence, no doubt, the success of 
the performance on Monday night. The actors and actresses conducted 
themselves as if perfectly at home on the stage, used their hands and 
arms as if they were not made of wood, and, above all, looked intelligently 
into the face of the persons to whom they were speaking. The gem of 
the performance was certainly The Little Savage. So pleasant and 
amusing is this little comedy that one would like to know whence Mr. 
Maddison Morton adapted it. Miss A. M‘Connell played “ Kate Dalrymple ”’ 
—a true bonny Kate—to the life, and her fly-catching and business generally 
were most thorough and enjoyable. Indeed, a more complete repre- 
sentative of the dual character Katie shows could not be easily found on 
the Manchester stage. Miss Thomas dressed and looked the part of 
‘“ Lady Barburn” to a feather, and made as much as could be made out 
of the trifling part. Myr. W. H. Daniels, on whom devolved the anxiety of 
stage-manager, played the ‘‘ Hiro Parker” with gentlemanly ease and grace, 
rarely equalled even on the Atheneum boards. “ Jonathan,’”’ the Mayor's 
stolid, stupid servant, was very cleverly interpreted by Mr. T. V. Browne, 
who is to be commended for not overplaying a part that few amateurs 
would not exaggerate. The songs and glees were rendered in a creditable 
manner, introducing many old and popular favourites. Miss Horner sang 
“ Saved from the Storm” and ‘*The Lost Child” with taste and good 
expression. Mr. Warburton’s best effort was ‘‘ The White Squall.’ Mr. 
Jones and Mr. Leach stirred the patriotic ardour of the audience by 
‘* Hearts of Oak,” and “ England, dear England.” The band of instru- 
mentalists were indefatigable in their exertions, and contributed largely 
to the pleasure of the evening. We shall be glad to learn that a substan- 
tial sum has been added to the funds of the Schools by the kind and 
generous impulse of Messrs. Kendal, Milne, and Co,’s employés.
